In response to the Notice of Allowability mailed in the above-named 
application on September 29, 2004, Applicants submit the following remarks. 

At page 3 of the Notice of Allowability ("Reasons for Allowance") it is 
stated that "there is no motivation in the art to specifically make antibodies that bind with 
the CUB domain of a protein." Applicants believe that this statement implies that the 
allowed claims recite antibodies that bind to the CUB domain of zvegf3. However, the 
recited sequences to which the antibodies specifically bind are found within the growth 
factor domain of zvegf3, not the CUB domain.
